—the Bicketts,  Their trapeeze evolutions
and darting leaps especially being first-
¢lnss work. We do not recall having
geen anything better on the State Fair
erounds in the years agone.

The actions of the trained horse (one
of the most beautiful pieces of horse flesh
ever scen) is another free attraction that
has been greatly enjoyed.

The Fair officers most suceessfully, de-
voted themselves to the accommodation
of their guests. They are the personifica-
tion of courtesy and accommodation,
and the recipients of their favors are
thoronghly appreciative,

Then there was that most enjoyable of
all features which the Pair furnishes—
the annual commingling of soe many

Sttt Historical Assoctation.

The fifth annual meeting of the State
Historieal Association was held in the
Raney Library. The chief interest in
this meeting centered in the paper read
by Chief Justice Walter Clark. in reply to
the charges by Judge Christian, of Vir-
grinia, thar the elnims of North Carolina
that her soldiers were first at Bethel. lagt
at Appomattox and that went furthest
in the charge at Gettysburg weire uot
supported by the facts,

Judge Clark™s paper is an exhanstive
document. It contains some most in-
terestinge faets, and is o rich addition
to North Cnreolina history,  Awmd best of

gt up heeelofore for the galaontry of
North Carolina soldiers is fully sustained.

D, Smiith, president of Davidson Col-
lewe, read a delightiul paper upon the
characteristies of the ideal American.
The doctor’s style is elear and vigorous
and his thoughts are presented in the
best form of the English language. There
was not a dull line in the paper, and
when the writer closed amid the hearty
applatiie of the audience. all felt they
hauld ot new insizht into the character.the
:l.-'ltil';]'liia]l:-i. and the vast jul.‘-‘.:-‘-il)'llilit's of
the average American.

I'rof. D. L Hill, of the A. and M, Col-
legoe. placed the associntion and the State
under oblications for a list of North
Carolina anthors. who had  written
books during the past year. The names
uf these authors are a guarantee of the
value of their work, and is evidence that
our State is to take its place among
those entitled to literary excellence.

Mre, J. €. MeNeill, who isx making a
roputation in his position on the Char-
lotte Obliserver, read a paper upon North
Carolina’s literanture. The style of the
paper was entirely origiaal, and strietly
bis own. Mr. MeNeill said the State
really had no literature to speak of. He,
however, permitted us to hope it would
not always be thus.

The last contribution was a valuable
paper read by Dr. . P, Venable. presi-
ident of the State University, on the sub-
ject of “The University and its Relations
to State Hiztory,” Dir. Venable repre-
sented the State’s constitution and the
State University as being evolved about
the sime time, and then traced in a most
striking manner the part the alumni of
the [ niversity have played in the affairs
of State through all the succeeding years.
He emphasized especially their partici-
pance in the otruggle for the rights of
the sovereign State and that against
ignorance. He enumerated University
men who distingnished themselves in the
great struggle of "61-6G5, and pointed
out the fact that one-fourth of the Uni-
versity men who went into the war were
killed, and that of fourteen members of
the faculty who went into the war half
were killed. He called the long row of
Governors. including Governors \Vance
and Ellis, who were university men. In
commenting on the participanece of Uni-
versity men in the stroggle against ignor-
ance, Archibald Murphy, Yaneey, Wiley,
\veoek, the great “Fducational Gover-
nor.” Joyner, Melver, Alderman were
among those specially mentioned. The
paper was enthusiastically received,
